The block signal system and the 
school for the education of signal 
operators recently instituted by the 
Pennsylvania railroad, is of much In­ 
terest to local trainmen. 
It is under­ 
stood th at there is a possibility of 
schools for instruction being organ­ 
ized by the C. M. & S t P. and the 
C. B. & Q. 
The demand for greater safety and 
facility in operation of railroad trains 
having resulted in an extraordinary 
growth in the num ber of block sig- 
jial institutions by reason of the in­ 
creasingly Intricate nature of mod­ 
ern signal work, 
the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad, in order to better equip its 
men for the operation of block sig­ 
nals, has instituted schools of instruc­ 
tion in this branch of work. 
These schools are located at dif­ 
ferent division points where experi­ 
enced signal men give instructions 
to the new men, explaining by means 
of m iniature signal apparatus the 
proper operation and m aintenance of 
the various kinds of signal and Inter­ 
locking appliances in service on the 
road. 
The principal reason for the for­ 
mation of these schools was the con­ 
stantly increasing num ber of signals 
being placed in service. 
In 1902 on 
the Pennsylvania rialroad there were 
bpt 7,891 interlocking functions in 
operation on the lines east of Pitts­ 
burg, while in 1908 there were 20,- 
725. 
To operate these 20.725 interlock­ 
ing functions, 8,792 levers are requir­ 
ed. 
The total num ber of signals in 
service is more than 12,000, covering 
3.285 miles of road, or slightly more 
than 70 per cent of the entire mile­ 
age. 
This signal system cost $5,000.- 
000 .

In discussing the good effects of 
the city's pure milk campaign, inaug- 
erated a few years ago, the advisa­ 
bility of the milk inspection ordi­ 
nance passed by the council and the 
necessity of eradicating germs from 
children’s food, City Health Inspect­ 
or Anthony Murphy says: 
“ The small num ber of deaths from 
bowel trouble in children this veal 
so far would indicate th a t our milk 
ordinance is having its good effect 
for the first year. This disease is 
probably nothing but a tubercular in­ 
fection in most cases. Not one-half 
the deaths occurred this year so far 
and we had some very w arm weather 
which sortie are under the impression 
is conducive to bowel trouble in chil­ 
dren. To be sure heat will arrgavate 
this disease to some e x t e n t , 'but by 
getting our milk supply from tuber- 
culine tested cattle and keeping up 
the campaign on clean barns and the 
clean handling and milking of cows 
we can do a great work. Dirt ca uses 
the milk to sour, become ropy aud 
string. The state d epartm ent has ex­ 
erted a great influence on producers 
of milk, educating them hcny to givt 
the people cleaner and purer milk 
by adapting 
sanitary 
methods of 
handling their product. They have 
proven th a t cows rucked under ap­ 
p ro v e d sanitary conditions, the rnilK 
did not change to tim eye in one case 
for a period of 28 days. This, it will 
be remembered, was kept at steady 
tem perature, while the milking done 
under ordinary circumstances invar­ 
iably changes 
in
